Tho reichstag was peti­ 
tioned without success for his temp­ 
orary release to see tho plays last 
year. 
Efforts to win freedom for him so 
that he might see the initial produc- 
aion in Leipsic of his new play 
“Tho German W ar 
Cripple’’ 
were 
also fruitless. 
Critics say the plot 
has deficiencies which Toiler might 
have corrected had he been able to 
see the play acted on the stage.

MISSOURI FIFTH 
STATE IN FARMING 


JEFFERSON CITY, October I — 
Missouri is “The Fifth State” in 
the farming business of the nation 
among the 48 states. 
This state­ 
ment was arrived at today by the 
Missouri State Board of Agriculture 
after much statistical investigation 
and unbiased comparisons, accord­ 
ing to Jewell Mayes, Secretary of 
the Board. 
Commenting 
on 
the 
statement, Mr. Mayes said. 
“There are those who will insist 
that Missouri should be declared to 
be “The First State” in American 
agriculture, but on the basis of cur­ 
rent and historical 
averages 
this 
would not be true, although it 1b a 
fact that Missouri stands 
in 
the 
front ranks among the foremost 
states.. 
“Although Missouri is, conservati­ 
vely 
and 
safely 
speaking, 
“The 
Fifth State”, and in many things 
sometimes ranks higher, in a few 
things always first, yet this state 
has never seen its way clear to 
expend public funds on its agricul­ 
ture in full keeping with its classi­ 
fication. 
“Agricultural 
approprialons 
for 
the 
College 
of 
Agriculture 
and 
State Board of 
Agriculture 
have 
been growing, and there has been 
a big advancment in farm funds dur­ 
ing the past ten years. 
“The appropriations of the seve­ 
ral divisions and wide range of ac­ 
tivities of the Missouri State Board 
of Agriculture are divided into 26 
funds for the years 1923 and 1924, 
totaling $393,500. 
This is divided 
up as follows; 
State 
Marketing 
Bureau, $118,000; State Buretu of 
Dairying, $28,600; State Veterinary 
Service, $100,200. 
The fund for the 
several activities of the Board total 
$146,700. 
“That Missouri is moving forward 
in its treatment of official agricul­ 
ture is illustrated by the compari­ 
sons of the appropriations to the 
State Board of Agriculture for 1911- 
1912 to the amount of $77.50 against 
the appropriations for 1923-24 total­ 
ing $393,50 an increase of 500 per 
cent, although this does not by any 
means bring Missouri up to the fifth 
class in its treatment of organized 
official agriculture. 
This is truly 
encouraging, however, advancing as

Trade of the United States with 
Japan totalled 585 million dollars 
in the fiscal year 1923 against 149 
million dollars in 1913, 65 million 
in 1903 and 30 million in 1893. That 
the trade with our neighbor across 
the Pacific has far outgrown that 
with other parts of the world is 
evidenced by the fact that 
the 
1923 trade with Japan is 19 times 
as much as in 1893, 30 years earlier, 
while our total foreign trade in 
1923 was only 5 times as much as 
in 1893. 
It was about the year 1893, says 
the Trade Record of the National 
City Bank of New York, that our 
export trade to Japan began to 
show a remarkable growth. 
Our 
total exports to that country in 
1893 were but $3,195,000, jumping 
to 21 million dollars in 1903, 57 
million in 1913 and 213 million in 
1923, all of these being fiscal year 
figures. 
The imports from Japan 


also show big gains, but not in 
as large proportion as that of the 
exports, the total imports from 
that 
country 
having 
advanced 
from $27,454,000 in 1893 to 44 mil­ 
lion dollars in 1903, 92 million in 
1913 and 373 million in 1923. 
The 
1923 total is, in both imports and 
exports about four times as much 
as in 1913. 


Japan’s own trade figures show 
not only large gains in her trade 
with United States, but that the 
percentage of her trade which she 
draws 
from 
and 
sends 
to this 
country has steadily increased. In 
1913, the year before the war, her 
takings 
from the United States 
formed 17 per cent, of her total 
imports and in 1922 they were 31 
per cent, of her imports. 
In 1913 
her shipments to United States 
formed 29 per cent, of her total 
exports and in 1922 over 40 per 
cent.
